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CHIEFS  TO  OPEN  PLAYOFFS  AT  HOME 


For  the  first  time  in  ULowell 
Hockey  history,  the  skating  Chiefs 
earned  a  home  ice  position  for  the 
upcoming  ECAC  Division  II  play¬ 
offs.  The  Chiefs  (15-5-1)  seeded 
thrid,  face  off  against  the  sixth 
seeded  AIC  Yellow  Jackets  (15-6) 
this  Saturday  night  at  Skate  3  at  8 
p.m.  In  other  playoff  action,  top 
seeded  Bowdoin  faces  either 
seeded  Maine  or  Colby,  second 
seeded  Merrimac  plays  seventh 
seed  St.  Anslems,  and  fourth  seed 
Salem  State  meets  fifth  seed  Holy 
Cross.  Semifinals  are  scheduled 
for  Wednesday,  March  8  with  the 
winners  of  seeds  1-8  meeting  the 
winner  of  seeds  4-5,  and  the  victor 
of  the  Chiefs  and  AIC  facing  the 
winner  of  the  Merrimac-St.  An- 
slem’s  contest.  Finals  will  be  held 
Saturday,  March  11.  Home  ice  is 
awarded  to  the  higher  seed  of  the 
two  teams. 

The  Chiefs  received  the  third 
seed  and  consideration  for  the  sec¬ 
ond  seed  from  the  ECAC  selection 


because  of  their  undefeated  status 
in  19~8  Nr  time  in  the  eleven 

game  streak  had  the  unbeaten 


Middlebury  College  Panthers. 
Boasting  only  two  Division  II 
losses  prior  to  the  contest,  the 
Panthers  led  the  Chiefs  3-2  enter¬ 
ing  the  third  period,  before  the 
Chiefs  erupted  for  three  unan¬ 
swered  goals  to  ice  the  contest  5-3. 

The  Chiefs  played  in  spurts  in 
the  first  period.  Goalie  Brian 
Doyle  made  several  key  saves  of  his 
45  save  total,  early  in  the  contest 
before  Chiefs’  freshman  forward 
Dean  Jenkins  scored  his  tenth  goal 


of  the  year  with  a  low  shot  from  an 
impossible  angle  off  the  goalie’s 
skate  at  11:09  in  the  first  period. 
Middlebury  evened  the  score  at 
one  when  junior  Mike  O’Hara 
scored  in  a  goal  crease  scramble  in 
front  of  Doyle. 

Freshman  standout  Craig  Mac- 
Tavish  broke  the  deadlock  early  in 
the  second  period  with  his  first  of 
three  goals  he  would  score  at  2:03 
on  a  sensational  solo  effort  past 
the  defenseman  and  number  two 
ranked  goalie  Bob  Lloyd  (G.A. 
2.97).  But  the  stubborn  Panthers 
bounced  back  to  score  two  more 
goals  before  the  second  period 
would  end  to  lead  3-2  entering  the 
third  period. 

Fine  work  all  night  by  the 
Adams-Jaskul-Scannel  line  finally 
paid  off  in  the  third  period,  as 
wing  Steve  Scannel  scored  his 
twelfth  goal  of  the  year  on  the  re¬ 
bound  of  Jaskul’s  shot  at  6:58.  The 
two  Canadians.  Craig  MacTavish 
and  Brian  Doyle  stole  the  show 
from  there  on  in.  as  Mac  scored 
the  go  ahead  and  insurance  goals, 
his  twenty-second  and  twenty- 
third  of  the  year,  from  linemate 
Tom  Jacobs.  Doyle  was  flawless  in 
the  third  period  stopping  countless 
offensive  efforts  by  the  disciplined 
Middlebury  squad.  Middlebury 
outshot  the  Chiefs  48-46. 

Looking  ahead  to  the  AIC  con¬ 
test,  Coach  Riley  is  discrediting  his 
teams’  7-3  win  over  AIC  earlier  in 
the  year.  AIC  was  missing  their 
top  scorer  Tom  Mullen  (21  goals, 
26  assists  in  16  games),  and  had  an 
injured  Mike  Smith  (20  goals,  27 
assists)  playing  in  the  matchup. 
Mullen  is  in  the  top  five  scorers  in 


Regional  Student  Nuclear 
Conference  At  ULowell 


The  University  of  Lowell  will 
host  some  200  participants  from 
schools  throughout  the  northeast 
and  Canada  March  30  to  April  1 
for  the  annual  regional  meeting  of 
the  student  chapter  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Nuclear  Society. 

The  three  day  conference  will  be 
held  at  the  campus  and  include 
presentations  of  research  papers 
by  some  of  the  top  nuclear  and 
engineering  students  in  the  coun¬ 
try. 

General  fields  to  be  discussed 
include  reactor  safety,  alternative 
energy  sources,  economics,  alter¬ 
native  fuel  cycles,  and  medical  ra¬ 
diation  therapy.  The  papers  will  be 
judged  by  a  panel  of  experts  and 
proceedings  published  in  the 
Energy  Research  and  Develop¬ 
ment  sponsored  “Transactions”. 

Colleges  and  Universities  plan¬ 
ning  to  send  representatives  thus 
far  include  Carnegie-Mellon  Uni¬ 
versity,  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  Pennsylvania  State 
University,  U.S.  Naval  Academy, 
Virginia  Polytechnic  and  State 
University,  the  University  of  Mary¬ 
land  and  University  of  Toronto. 


The  conference  marks  the  se¬ 
cond  major  nuclear  meeting  at  the 
campus  in  the  past  three  years.  In 
July  1976  some  350  scientists  and 
researchers  gathered  at  Lowell  for 
the  International  Conference  on 
the  Interaction  of  Neutrons  with 
Nuclei. 

The  University  of  Lowell  has 
several  nuclear  and  related  aca¬ 
demic  programs  including  nuclear 
engineering,  physics  and  radio¬ 
logical  health  physics.  Campus  re¬ 
source  facilities  for  nuclear  study 
and  education  include  a  one  mega¬ 
watt  research  reactor  and  Van  de 
Graaff  particle  accelerator. 

Plans  for  the  conference  are 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Gilbert 
Brown,  Professor  of  nuclear  engi¬ 
neering  at  Lowell  and  faculty  ad¬ 
visor  to  the  student  A.N.S.  chap¬ 
ter.  Student  officers  of  the  organ¬ 
ization  also  assisting  include 
Stephen  W.  Scales,  president; 
Thomas  J.  Miller,  Jr.,  vice  presi¬ 
dent;  Thomas  S.  Earle,  secretary; 
Stanley  W.  Mitchell,  III,  treasur¬ 
er;  Michael  A.  Laham  and  Glenn 
Santerre.

McQuade  Qualifies  For  Div.  II 


ULowell  Third  in  Eastern  Championships 


Travelling  to  New  Haven,  Con¬ 
necticut  for  the  Eastern  Intercol¬ 
legiate  Track  and  Field  Cham¬ 
pionships.  the  University  of  Lowell 
track  team  finished  third  overall 
among  twenty  four  teams  from  five 
states.  Leading  throughout  the 
meet  was  the  host  team.  Southern 
Connecticut  State  College,  who 
won  the  meet  decisively  with  45 
points  total.  However,  the  Chiefs 
were  a  solid  second  place  right  up 
to  the  last  three  events  when  the 
Coast  Guard  Academy  came  from 
behind  by  racking  up  18  points 
(more  than  half  their  total)  by 
winning  the  distance  medley  relay, 
the  two  mile  relay,  and  the  mile 
relay — a  rare  feat — and  surpassed 
U.  Lowell  by  a  mere  2‘/2  points. 
Last  year  in  the  Easterns.  Lowell 
finished  well  back  in  the  standings 
with  only  6  points  compared  to  a 
29  point  tally  in  Sunday’s  compe¬ 
tition. 

In  addition  to  this  fine  overall 
showing,  many  individually  out¬ 
standing  efforts  were  turned  in  by 
U.  Lowell  competitors  including 
three  first  place  finishes  and  two 
(one  inch  shy  of  three)  records 
broken.  Leading  off  the  scoring  for 
Lowell  was  Bill  Haskell  in  the  35 
lb.  hammer  throw.  Haskell  won 
the  event  for  the  second  year  in  a 
row  with  a  throw  of  63’  7” — one 


inch  from  the  meet  record  and 
three  inches  from  his  personal 
best.  Marc  Linscheid  of  Lowell 
also  made  the  finals  for  this  event 
with  a  55’  10”  effort  but  did  not 
place.  In  the  shot  put,  Joseph 
Brice  not  only  added  another  first 
place  to  Lowell’s  points  but  he 
broke  the  University  of  Lowell’s 
indoor  shot  put  record  of  50’  2” 
with  his  heave  of  50’  6”. 

Rounding  off  the  scoring  in  the 
field  events  for  the  Chiefs  was 
Reggie  Still  in  the  long  jump. 
Reggie’s  leap  of  22’  9”  was  good 
enough  for  the  second  place  spot 
and  also  broke  the  existing  Lowell 
record  in  that  event  by  over  a  foot. 
Reggie  Still  also  qualified  in  the 
high  jump  along  with  Dave  Meier 
and  Ken  Rillings.  All  three  cleared 
the  bar  at  6’  2”  but  were  unable  to 
clear  6'  4”  and  did  not  place. 

The  University  scored  well  in  the 
running  events  also,  starting  with 
a  third  place  finish  in  the  880  from 
Leo  Kashian.  Kashian  coasted  to  a 
second  place  in  the  trial  heats  to 
qualify  for  the  final  where  he 
placed  third  overall  with  an  excel¬ 
lent  time  of  2:00.2,  passing  three 
runners  with  a  burst  of  speed  in 
the  last  stretch.  In  the  1000.  Ed 
Gannon  took  second  in  his  trial 
heat  with  a  2:19.5  mark  but  was 
unable  to  place  in  the  final  heat. 


Rick  McCully  and  Steve  Nor¬ 
man  each  won  their  respective  trial 
heats  in  the  high  hurdles.  Rick 
McCully  went  on  not  only  to  win 
his  semi-final  heat  but  to  win 
overall  in  the  final  heat  in  a  time  of 
7.7  seconds.  In  his  semi-final  heat, 
Steve  Norman  came  in  just  short  of 
third  place,  not  qualifying  for  the 
final.  In  the  60  yard  dash.  Golden 
Cage,  who  beat  Onye  Amaechi  of 
Holy  Cross  two  weeks  ago,  placed 
second  in  a  near  photo  finish  with 
Dave  Farnsworth  of  Fitchburg 
State,  who  has  won  this  event  for 
the  third  straight  year  in  a  row. 
Cage,  who  won  both  his  trial  and 
semi-final  heats,  was  clocked  at 
6.3  seconds. 

Finally,  in  the  seeded  heat  of  the 
two  mile,  Dave  Gelinas  ran  very 
impressively,  turning  in  his  per¬ 
sonal  best  time  of  9:13.8  and 
barely  missing  a  scoring  place  in 
finishing  sixth.  (The  first  five 
places  score  in  each  event.)  Head 
Coach  George  Davis,  running 
coach  Dave  Willey  and  Weight 
Coach  Dean  Eastman  were  all 
pleased  with  the  teams’  perfor¬ 
mance  and  are  looking  ahead  to 
this  weekend’s  New  England 
Championships.  The  team  will 
travel  to  Tufts  University  this 
Saturday  the  25th  for  the  two-day 
competition.

Haskell  All  New 
England  Champion 

Bill  Haskell  of  the  Lowell  University  track  team  is  the  1978  Division  I 
New  England  Indoor  Track  and  Field  Champion  in  the  35  lb.  weight 
throw  .  Setting  a  new  facility  record  at  the  Harvard  University  Cage  at  62’ 

6’  .  Haskell  was  essentially  unchallenged  throughout  the  competition. 
Also  the  Eastern  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association  (EIAA)  Champion 
in  his  event,  Haskell  is  Coach  George  Davis’  second  New  England 
champion  since  becoming  head  coach.  In  1976,  Harry  Riley  won  the  440 
in  this  meet,  breaking  the  meet  record  in  48.7  seconds. 

Haskell  wasn’t  the  only  Chief  to  rank  among  the  best  in  New  England 
this  past  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Just  in  participating  in  the  meet,  you 
must  be  among  the  top  15-25  competitors  in  your  event  in  all  New 
England,  and  Lowell  has  seven  men  of  this  caliber. 

In  the  first  day  of  competition,  Rick  McCully  and  Steve  Norman  in  the 
high  hurdles  placed  1st  and  2nd  respectively  in  their  trial  heats  to 
advance  to  the  quarter  finals.  Here,  Steve  Norman  came  just  short  of  3rd 
place,  needed  to  go  to  the  semis,  in  a  time  of  7.8.  But  Rick  McCully  did 
better,  placing  2nd  in  his  quarter  final  heat  and  advancing  to  the  next 
day’s  semis  with  his  mark  of  7.78  seconds.  McCully  went  on  to  place 
again  in  the  semi-finals  (3rd)  and  finished  a  very  impressive  sixth  overall 
in  the  finals  with  a  time  of  7.8. 

The  story  was  similar  in  the  dash.  Golden  Cage  and  Calvin  Pittman 
placed  1st  and  2nd  respectively  in  their  trial  heats,  but  Pittman  (6.55) 
was  fourth  in  his  quarter  final,  not  making  it  to  the  semis.  Golden  Cage, 
however,  went  all  the  way  to  the  finals,  winning  his  quarter  final  heat  and 
placing  2nd  in  his  semi-final.  His  time  of  6.48  in  the  finals  was  enough  to 
place  4th  among  the  fastest  runners  New  England  has  to  offer. 

In  the  long  jump,  Reggie  Still  qualified  for  Lowell,  but  his  leap  of  21’ 

6”  was  not  enough  to  win  him  a  place.  Joseph  Brice  held  his  own  in  the 
shot  put  against  very  stiff  competition  and  placed  7th  overall,  throwing 
the  16  lb.  shot  a  distance  of  51’  2Vi ”.  This  was  good  enough  to  break  the 
school  record  and  was  the  fifth  time  Joe  has  done  it  this  season.  Only  a 
sophomore,  he  is  likely  to  break  it  five  or  ten  more  times. 

Continuing  to  compete  in  regionally  and  nationally  oriented  meets, 
the  Chiefs  will  travel  this  weekend  to  Princeton,  New  Jersey,  for  the 
ICAAAA  championships.  The  following  week,  they  will  participate  in 
the  national  NCAA  championships  in  Detroit,  Michigan.
